HEAVY TRAFFIC COMING. 

After long deliberation and much 
discussion, the committee wunani- 
moustly voted to predicate the speci- 
fications for the ideal section upon 
an average traffic of 15,000 paseen- 

ger cars, traveling at thirty-five 
imiles per hour, and 6000 motor 
trucks, traveling at ten miles r 
hour, per twenty-four-hour day. 
These arbitrary figures indicate that 
the Technical Committee believes 
that 20,000 mixed vehicles per twen- 
ty-four-hour day represents the 
limits of traffic on one 


In other words, should a traffic 
heavier than that develop between 
two points, ft ie wise to construct 
another paralie! road on 4 separate 
right of way for the additional trav- 
el, rather than to endeavor to con- 
centrate it on the one road, through 
increasing the road width or 
strength. 

GENERAL SPECIFICATICNS. 

Having crystallized the problem 
and decided definitely for what con- 
ditions it was necessary and wise 
to provide, the committee made sur- 
prisingly rapid. progress in agree- 
ing upon the specifications neces- 
sary. It quickly agreed upon 4a 
minimum right of way of 100 feet. 
The majority of American roads 
‘have a sixty-foot right of way-——far 
too narrow. according to the mini- 
mum standard set by these practical 
men—nor did they stop at 100 feet. 
A resolution was passed at the final 
meeting, after a careful considera- 
tion of all decisions, providing 
that a subcommittee be appointed 
to carefully study the final design 
and determine if the right of way 
requirements been adequately 
taken care of. One hundred and 
ten, or 112. or even 125 feet of 
right of way, may ultimately be de-

width and thickness of paving will 
adequately serve the traffic volume 
determined upon and how should it 
be laid? Much time and thought 
was epent on this problem and it 
was only after long discussion that 
the committee finally agreed on 
forty feet of concrete paving, with 
reinforcing stéel imbedded ten 
inches thick and laid in one con- 
tinuous slab without central subdi- 
vision.

segregate travel according to direc- 
ing two separate 
strips of concrete paving on either 
side of a central parkway—one-way 
traffic on each side. While the com- 
mittee as a whole ag*sed that this 
form of construction made for safety 
and for greater and con- 
venience, it felt this design tacked 
flexibility and did not make for the 
most economical and fullest use of 
the paving provided. Forty feet of 
paving width permits four lanes of 
travel, a lane for slow-moving 
trucks and a lane for rapidly mov- 
img passenger vehicles, in each di- 
rection, 

In determining upon the kind and 
thickness of the paving and the use 
of reinforcing steel; the committee 
was providing for permanency and 
endeavoring in so far as possible, to 
cut down ennual maintenance 
charges.. In planning this thickness 
and design the committee did not 
assume much greater weight on 
four wheels than is alléwed by the 
several States at the present time. 
Twenty-eight ‘thousand pounds on 
four wheels was considered the 
practical road limit. 

SAFETY AND. BEAUTY. 


How about the safety, convenience 
and beauty of the road’ Of course, 
a forty-foot paved road would be 
saf&&to begin with. It allows plenty 
of room between vehicles, even at 
peak hours of traffic congestion. But 
the committee decreed, with sur- 
prising quick unanimity, that the 
dangerous open ditch} at present 
found along the greater proportion 
of our country roads, should go. 
The Ideal section will be drained by 
catch basins and submerged tile un- 
der the earth shoulder. No danger 
of being crowded inte a ditch. 
There will be none there. 

The other dangers of presen 
roads result from three conditions: 
first, unnecessary and narrow 
radius curves, frequently insuffi- 
ciently banMed or super-elevated; 
second, from darkness and glaring 
headlights, and third, from pedes- 
trianism 


The committee that the 
ideal road should ve no curves of 
a radius of less than 1000 feet 
and that such curves as were\neces- 
sary should be super-elevated, which 
means tipped up. at the outer edge, 
——. for a speed of thirty-five 

es per hour. In other words, 
so built that you can round them 
at that speed with safety. It pro- 
vided for the lighting of the route, 
which would permit of the use of 
dimmers in the open country, and 
it added a footpath for pedestrians. 
Remember, these decisions were 
unanimous. The committee lost no 
time in coming to an agreement on 
these points. 


WANT BEAUTY. 


‘ Officials of the Lincoln Highway 


Association were,to some extent 
surprised by the emphasis laid by 
the practical men on this committee 
on the importance of beautification. 
The committee immediately agreed 
upon the necessity of aesthetic con- 
siderations and, in allowing twenty- 
five feet of right of way at the out- 
er edge for development by a land- 
scape architect, provided also in 
its re endations for frequent 
park and camp sites, comfort sta- 
tions and other facilities for the 


comfort and enjoyment of the 
traveler. 

The safety and of 
the traveling public was further 


conkidered.in the provision for pro- 
n of all embankments with 
guard rails and warning signs and 
the elimination of all railroad cross- 
ings at grade, and the removal of 
all obstructions in so far as possibile, 
for 600 feet each way from intersec- 
tions, thus providing a clear view of 
the coming fravel on cross roads. 


ADVERTISING TABOOED. 


The committee emphatically pro- 
nounced against advertising signs 
along highways and recommended 
that ultimately all distance markers 
and such other signs as might be 
n for the information and 
guidance of tourists, be placed or 
authorized only by proper State and 
Federal authorities and that dis- 
tances markers be dardized in 
character and distan between 
points uniformly figu from mu- 


nicipal headquarters. 
Along the Ideal section there wil! 
be no unsightly wires, as th will 


run underground in condutts. 

It may be difficult for the layman, 
unaccustomed to seeing, in his mind's 
eye, the final, collective, tangible ap- 
pearance of a set of specifications, 
to visualize such an “ideal” road. 
But it will not be necessary to con- 
fine your vision of this highway to 
a mental conception. The general 
determinations, ched after such 
long and careful consideration, wil! 
now be placed by the Lincoln High- 
way Association in the hands of a 
highly competent highway engineer 
and an equally competent landscape

WILL MAKE CHOICE. 


These two, working In collabora-

Plans prepared by the committee were 
recently submitted to a group of lawyers 
who have had experience in organizing. and 
conducting co-operative farmers’ organiza- 
tions. This group of attorneys conferred in 
Chicago during the first week of April, and 
the plans as revised by them ‘were then ~ 
considered by the Committee of Seventeen. 
At the same time a ratification conference 
was called, composed of delegates appor- 
tioned among the grain-producing States in 
proportion to the quantity of grain mar- 
keted by each. 


THE PLAN ITSELF. 


The plan as finally submitted, and which 
is now being considered by the Committee 
of enteen, provides for the formation by 
the growers of a national sales agency, this 
organization to be formed as a co-operative, 
non-profit, non-capital stock organization. 
It will be composed exclusively of producers. 


No can become or remain a member 
of organization unless he is engaged in 
and remains engaged in the business of 


producing grain. The agency would be 
conducted for the benefit of the growers at 
cost and would not serve other than grow- 
ers who are members -of the organization, 
being similar in this respect to such organ- 
izations as the California Walnut Growers’ 
Association and the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange. The membership fee is 
fixed at $10. The fund derived from these 
memberships is to be devoted to such facill- 
ties as the organization may from time to 
‘time require. Additional means of financ- 
ing are also provided for by the plan. 

directofs will be selected from 
among the grain producers, the growers in a 
local community electing delegates to a 
Congreasional District convention and they 
electing delegates to a national meeting, 
which national meeting will in turn elect the 
board of directors of the national] selling 
agency. Pach grower will sign a contract. to 
deliver all of his surplus grain to a local — 
elevator or company or grain growers’ asso- 
clation for a certain number of years, these 
local associations in turn contracting to 
market such grain through the facilities af- . 
forded by the national sales agency. 

The plan contemplated using the numer- 
ous farmers’ elevators which are sit 
throughout the grain-producing States.

{and not as a mere profit organization. The 


option is given to each grower, when mak- 
ing his contract for the handling of his

In either event the 
grain is to be marketed through the cen- 


tral 
WAREHOUSE FACILITIES. 


The plan further contemplates that the 
central organization will, by means of sub- 
sidjary _ corporations, provide terminal, 
warehouse ahd financial facilities of utmost 
value to the producers. It is contemplated 
also thit a corporation will be created, un- 
der the provisions of the Webb Act, for the 
purpose of handling such business as the 
growers may desire to do in export. It is 
not contemplated that the finance corpora- 
will engage in the banking business. 
Its particular function will be to accept - 
warehouse receipts, issue its own short- 
time not®s against them and sa provide 
funds to help finance the whole grain mar- 
keting systemn. 

It.is thought that the plan can, if ar-- 
proved by the ratification committee, be put 
into effect, at least in part, for the purpose 
of marketing this year’s grain crop. 

The Associated Press dispatches indicate. 
that certain of the groups desire the plan 
modified so as to require compulsory pool- 
ing by the growers of their grain. This 
plan was considered entirely too radical by 
& great majority of those consulted in con- 
nection with the plan and it would seem, 
from the dispatches, that the proposition of 
compulsory pooling had been decisively @e- 
feated, both in the Committee of Seventeen 
and in the ratification conference. Ful op- 
portunity, however, is given for the develop- 
ment of the pooling plan if it is found satis- 


Tfactory in operation in the loca) districts. 


The lem of co-operatively handling 
the grain crop of the United States is one 
of the most ambitious and extensive prob- 
lems ever undertanen in the marketing of 
farm products. Much thought has been de- 
voted to the problem by the Committee of 
Seventeen, which has had the assistance of 
many of the most distinguished minds of 
the United States fn the formation of the 
plans. Grain-producing States seem anxious 
to embark in some reasonable attempt to 
handle, to ‘warxet and to distribute their 
own crops and to free themselves from the

From Cundinamarca, one of the provinces 
ot. Colombia, I sent seed of the splendid 
Lupinus mutabilis cruckshanksii, a bushy 
lupin reacting five or six feet in height, and 
bearing flowers of various shades of yellow 
and blue; it is a glorious thing which should 
do well in Califofnia. From the same re- 
gion I sent Berberis quinduensia, a barberry 
reaching ten to fifteen feet in height, with 
beautiful orange-yellow flowers; Mautisia 
clematis, a graceful climber with silvery, 
pinnate leaves and scarlet flowers like sin- 


yielding good fruits. The common tacso

Also from this region is the .Ambato 
cherry, a very superior variety of Prunus 
salicifolia, with fruits nearly as large as 
the average Ox-heart cherry of California, of 
about the same color, and of excellent flavor 
and quality. This is a fruit which should 
prove of value in many countries; the tree is 
hardy and exceptionally productive. 

SOME NEW SPUDS, TOO. 


In addition to the above I have obtained 
in Colombia end Ecuador a rather extensive 
collection of potatoes, many of them very in- 
teresting. In particular, there is one which 
has flesh of rich yellow color and whose 
favor is unusually rich and pleasant. I 
thave also. sent a considerable number of 
ornamental plants, most of which are worthy 
of trial in California. : 


And, of course, I never forget the avo 
cados. It has happened, however, that 
Colombia proved to be a poor field for good 
varieties. Here in Ecuador I have very Te 
cently run into a nest of unusual forms, 
which Iam now sending in; and ! have 
hopes that some of them will prove of 
much interest. When all is said and done 
Mexico and Guatemala are probably the two 
greatest countries in the world for avocados 
so far as we are concerned and we have 
worked them fairly thoroughly. We may 
get a few interesting forme out of these 
South American countries but they are not 
so rich in splendid avocados as are the two 
above mentioned. When we get through 
with this trip, however, I hope we will be 
able to say that we know just what every 
country between Mexico and Cape Horn can 
offer in the way of avocados, and that we 
have obtained the most promising from 
every region for trial ig the United States.

IRRIGATED TREES AT 
WRONG TIME OF YEAR. 


SANTA BARBARA.—Lack of proper un- 
derstanding of soil treatment has resulted 
in fruit growers failing to obtain the largest 

ible results from their orchards, Prof. 

. W. Nelson of Berkeley, assistant State 
leader of the State Farm Bureau Federation 
and well-known soil expert, recently told 
orchardists of Carpinteria Valley. Some 
orchardists, he found, have been following 
the general practice of watering their trees 
when they did not need it; « -d of neglecting 
them when the orchards demanded ir 
tion. This verdict was given after the ex. 
pert had paid a visit to all the orchard dis- 
tricts of Santa Barbara county. 


He used a soll auger in Carpinteria or- 
chards, and found moisture as deep as six 
feet. This condition, he said, will continue 
until] midsummer. Additional moisture from 
above, or by irrigation, is unnecessary, 
though many of the orchardists have’ been 
preparing to irrigate, he stated. 

From midsummer until the time when the 
trees naturally lose their leaves very little 
water, he found, ia, used, and yet, he said, 
this is the period when the orchards are la- 
boring heavily, and are seeking to draw 
from the following year’s crop. 

He advised the orchardists to have a soll 
borer as part of their necessary farm equip- 
ment, and each week to test the moisture

HEAVY CONSUMPTION 
OF SUGAR PER CAPITA. 


Beet-sugar production in 1920 exceeded 
the former record crop of 1915 by 27 per 
cent and reached the high figure of 2,219,- 
200,000 pounds, according to a 
estimate by the Bureau of Crop Estimates. 
The increased yield was the result of a com- 
bination of large acreage and favorable 
weather conditions. Produetion of cane 
sugar is estimated to have been 385,974,000 
pounds, so that the total estimated sugar 
crop for the United States was 2,605,174,000 
pomnds. This was 15 per cent above the 
record sugar production for the United 
States in 1916, and 63 per cent above that of 
1919. Beet sugar has been gaining on cane 
sugar in production mA years, taking 
the lead as early as 1 

Sugar, produced in the United States is said 
to be approximately one-fourth of the quan- 
tity consumed, and both the total and per 


The per capita was seventy-one pounds a 
year during 1901-1905, and seventy-cight 
during 1906-1910. 

In 1913 and 1914, the two prewar 
the per capita consumption rose to 
90.5 pounds, respectively. In the first year 
of the war, 1915, it dropped to 87.5 ds, 
and in 1916 to 79.6 pounds.

isfy the boy’s interest in things mechanical, 
his interest in farm work was rekindled 
and his efficiency greatly enhanced. 

At first there was more or less compett 
tion between father and son, the tractor and 
animals, but as the older man saw with what 
ease and saving of time the power outfit 
performed the tasks assigned to hie’son, his 
antagonism to tractors diminished and be 
fore long the father was as much pleased in 
using the machine as his boy, and from that 
time on a real partnership began, which 
was to continue between the two. They 
planned their work together, and 
modern ideas were invoked to make the 
home place more productive and attractive. 
With the aid of the tractor old pastures 
were plowed up and waste places on the 
farm made available for cultivation. The 
soll was kept in better condition by the ap- 
plication of lime secured from near-by lime- 
stone, ground with the aid of the tractor 
motor, and late fall and early winter days 


| were utilized in hauling fuel wood and re- 


pair material from the wood lot. Most of the 
work horses weré disposed of, and in. their 
place were kept cattle, which were fattened 
for the market. Pure-bred sires were ob- 
tained to improve the quality of the cattle 
and hogs kept, and new and modern barns 
took the place of the old one, which 

dark, badly ventilated and unhealthy. 


HOME AFFECTED. 


In the farm home, new devices were in- 
stalled to reduce the labor of the mother 
and daughters, and lights and running water 
were secured, much the work of installa- 
tion being done by the men. The grounds 
surrounding the home wefe given more at- 
tention, cement walks laid where needed, 
and a lawn laid in the front yard, where 
croquet and other games could be played. 
The ,jwtomobile made it possible for the 
family to make frequéfif visits to the nearest 
town, or among the neighbors, and a social 
life Was opened up that made rural living as 
attractive as-that of the city. In the course 
of time the son married and settled down on 
a part of the farm set aside for him, but the 
old relationship of partners, as well as 
father and son, continued, and added to the 
prosperity as well as pleasure of the entire 
family. 

Many of these things could, of course, 
‘have been brought about as well ‘an ani- 
mal-power farm as where the tractor is used, 
but in this particular case the staying of the 
boy on the home farm and the subsequent 
development of the ideas and plans of 
father and son all relate back to the pur- 
chase of the tractor. If the boy had had to 
continue with horses, he would have gone 
to the city, where he would probably have 
been successful, but the home ties would 
have been broken and the declining years 
of his mother and father overshadowed by 
the absence of their, boy, as is always the 
case when farmer lads leave home. The 
tractor has, and does, keep-‘the boy on the 
home place, and its influence in bringing 
about improved conditions of work and liv- 
ing has been demonstrated so many times 
tlfat it cannot be controverted.

There is a great demand for im- 
proved farming implements, including the 
farm tractor. One agricultural company 
operating on a large scale has twenty-six of 
these very modern and useful machines in 
its farming equipment. The larger cities 
are ready for gas plants, ice plants with cold 
storage in connection, wholesale bread bak- 
erfes and many other lines of manufacture. 

In Mazatlan, Tepic and other cities, the mer- 

chants carry large lines of merchandise and 

machinery supplies. Many of these distribu- 
- tors have bank accounts in Los Angeles, up- 
on which they give cliecks for goods pur- 
chased in advance of their shipment. The 
advantage of this to California manufac- 
turers and jobbers is obvious, the objections 
to long credits, usually necessary in trade 
with other Latin-American countries being 
eliminated.

All 
com should be wrung out of cold 
water and changed every five or ten min- 
utes, or as often as they become warm. 
Care should be taken to keep the patient's 
body from becoming wet, except where the 
treatment is applied.

When treated in this rational manner, 
pneumonia is robbed of its terrors. Under 
the “regular” treatment thousands upon 
thousands of useful lives are needlessly 
sacrificed every year. 

If the right treatment has been adminis- 
tered, recovery as a rule should take place 
rapidly. Where there is even a fair amount 
of constitutional vigor, nature, the true 
physician, comes promptly to the rescue. 
Patients who are greatly debilitated, either 
from old age or some other cause, will con- 
valesce more slowly. Caution is needed 
against undue exposure; though it is not 
best to house-up too closely. A pure atmos- 
phere, rather coid and bracing, is an advan- 
tage, especially to those who are naturally 
strong.

IVE thousand persons disappear in the 
United States annually and are never 
heard of again—they drop out of ex- 
istence as swiftly and as completely 

as though the earth had opened and one 
lowed them alive! 

This statement must not be confused with 
the statistics of those who are “reported 
missing.” If all of these were to be taken 
into consideration the number would be 
nearer to 50,000. But by far the greater 
number of those whose disappearance is re- 
ported to the police return to their homes 
eventually or are found by the industry and 
intelligence of the authorities. 

“Missing!” 

It is the saddest word in the language, 
and only those who have had a loss of this 
kind can understand the nerve-racking 
anxiety and the heart-breaking grief of 
fathers, mothers, husbands and wives and 
sweethearts and children. Many of the 
cases are filled with intense drama, and the 
stories are filled with thri.ls and throbs that 
exceed anything ever evoked from the 
imagination of novelists or playwrights. 


Decades ago when the kidnaping of 
Charlie Ross was exploited from one end of 


. the country the idea of anyone disappearing 


and never being heard of again was looked 


highest degree. 

Now it has become so commonplace that 
every police department in every large city 
in the country has a bureau of “missing per- 
sons” whose duty is to usé all of the facili- 
ties of modern days in order to trace the 
lost ones. In the larger: cities two, three, 
five, six and ten thousand persons are re- 
ported as missing in the course of a single 
year. It ig exceedingly difficult to get exact 
figures in a business that is filled with such 
uncertainty, but it is a conservative estimate 
to say that 5000 persons im every year are 
never seen or heard of again. 


The Case of Postmaster Ashhurst 
a Typical One. 
HE amazing mystery which surrounds 
any of these cases is perplexing to the 
last degree. Rich and poor, high and low, 
educated and illi te are alike puzzling. 
But when the chief figure happens to be con- 
spicuous in the public eye the strangeness 
of it exceeds anything that may be found in 
the pages of fiction. Indeed the romancer 
must tone down the facts or they would 
never be accepted by the reader. 

It ig just ten years now since Richara 
Ashhurst, postmaster of Philadelphia, left 
the big granite building in the Quaker City 
never to return, and although a decade has 
rolled round no one pretends to have the 
slightest. knowledge of what became of him. 
He was 72 years of age, in the enjoyment of 
good health, without domestic or business 
troubles, and a man with scores of good 


- friends. “He was appointed postmaster of 


Philadelphia by President Roosevelt and his 
affairs were in perfect order. He went to 
Atlantic City and registered at the Marl- 
borough-Blenheim Hotel, His decision to go 
there was made suddenly, but as soon as he 


 peached the seashore he telegraphed to his 


wife: “Came to Atlantic City unexpectedly. 
Quite well, Will explain by letter. Home 
early tomorrow.” 


The methodical ways of Mr. Ashhurst 


_ were shown by the fact that he immediately 


notified his subordinates at the postofifice 
of his journey. He wired to Mis assistant:

F WE go back a generation we may find 
other cases that are more mystifying than 
the most skillfully devised plots of the pro- 
fessional mystery story writers.

York, and, at the time of his disappearance, 
the editor of Harper's Weekly.

Cause of Disease. 


care of the body, unafraid of emi. 
nent “au horities”’ and doctors’ text- 
books, and advertisements in medl- 
cal journals, have slowly been cotming to the 
conclusion that a universal cause of disease 
may be found in autotoxemia, or self-poison- 
ing from one’s own secretions in the colon 
or large bowel. This, again, is due to two 
causes, (1) Faulty alimentation—overeat- 
ing, especially of flesh foods that putrify, 
and of foods that do not agree with each 
other and ferment. (2) Inefficient elimina- 
tion, wheh the skin, bowels, kidneys, liver 
or lungs, or in extreme cases all these or- 
gans, fail to work properly. As at least 90 
per cent of those who lead sedentary lives 
neither ‘eat properly nor eliminate thor- 
oughly, it is not surprising that disease 
abounds. 


Even one of the “eminent authorities” re- 
ferred to, arrived at this conclusion—or at 
least was on the way there. Metchnikoff 
announced that the cadse of old age was the 
accumulation of poisons in the colon; due to 
bacteria, which he admitted were most 
dangerous under a meat diet. 
koff was such a very eminent man, his out- 

. giving was at once taken up by the “Sun- 
day sups,” in their usual absurdly exagger- 
ated style. - Metchnikoff suggested cutting 
out about four feet of the colon. Or, for 
thos® who might consider this method too 
drastic, he advised the free consumption of 
a wonderful Bulgarian bacillus, that is sup- 
- posed to have a special affinity for the colon 
bacteria. A mere “layman” might have 
ventured to suggest that a still simpler—or 
at least more natural—plan would be to 
avoid those foods that tend to cause the 
accumulation of assertedly harmful bacteria 
in the bowel. These bacteria, by the way, 
are nature's scavengers. 

Metchnikof! was so afraid of “bugs” that 
he advised boiling strawberries. He died 
before his time. 

In the Philosophy of Health J. H, Tilden, 
M. D., writes: 

“A true philosophy of healing must. rest 
upon a true interpretation of what disease 
is, and its cause and cure. Disease per se 
has no existence. It is simply perverted 
health; and health is a state of being which 
ranges from comfort to discomfort. When 
‘We are comfortable, and enjoy work and 
recreation, we call this state health. When 
we have pain, and take no pleasure in work 
or play, this state we call disease. Health 
is normal and natural; the opposite is ab- 
normal, and we call it diséase. : 

“The medical world has been esides for 
a remedy to cure digease, notwithstanding 
the obvious fact that nature needs no rem- 
edy—she only needs an opportunity to exer- 
cise her own prerogative of self-healing.

A Storehouse Enhances the Value 
of Ornaments and Treasures. 


HE well-to-do Japanese has his treas- 


ures, such as elaborate screens, vases — 


of rare beauty, tables of teakwood or ebony 
richly inlaid, choice teapots, and beautiful 
pictures, but these are not kept in the house 
to clutter it up and so lose their charm. A 
storeroom, built separately and less likely 
to catch on fire than are the Japanese 
houses, is provided for these. As needed, 
one or two choice Objects are taken from 
this storeroom and placed in the house for 
all to see, but the number out at once time 
is limited so as to avoid a surfeit. 


This changing of pictures is to be recom- 
mended. If, instead of covering our walls 
with pictures, we would hang two or three 
pictures on the wall for a time, replacing 
them with others later, we.would substitute 
genuine appreciation for the tiring confu- 
sion that results from too many beautiful 
So, too, by clearing our 
mantels of the many objects that “adorn” 
them, we would give the one or two left a 
chance to be seen and appreciated.
